Fllty-flve  years  ago  today,  in  m  <  !•  <  tlon  ad- 
drcM  In  the  city  of  Toronto,  Sir  John  Macdonald 
nude  an  announcement  of  the  very  first  impor- 
tance to  the  young  Dominion.  It  was  no  ordi- 
nary occasion.  A  general  election  wa«  due  to 
take  place  within  a  month.  The  ehleftaln  had 
determined  to  trust  his  political  future  to  the 
•occeaa  of  a  certain  flacal  policy.  The  eflecta 
of  that  announcement  hare  been  eontinuoiuly 
felt  and  can  be  readily  traced  throughout  Cana- 
dian hl«tM7  ever  since.  They  are  visible  about 
us  at  the  present  moment. 

To  understand  the  lull  siKnlAcance  of  Sir 
John's  announcement  on  that  notable  occasion 
it  is  necessary  to  take  a  brief  but  comprehensive 
glance  at  the  history  of  the  previous  decade  or 
a  little  longer.  The  famous  Treaty  of  Recipro- 
city with  the  United  States,  which  had  been  ar- 
ranged In  1854,  waa  abroRatrd  in  1866  This 
treaty  had  been  of  real  service  to  both  countries 
and  especially  to  Canada.  It  had  provided  Ca- 
Ziadian  farmer.-*  and  fl.shermen  With  a  profitable 
'market  for  their  goods.   Why  was  It  abrogated? 

For  three  reasons  ehleHy,  to  any  <me  of  which 
_  it  is  not  easy  Ui  a.'^slfrn  the  primacy.  Internal 
~  taxation  due  to  the  war  pressed  heavily  In  the 
States  and  there  arose  a  ttrong  demand  tor  a 
pfOtectlve  tarlfT  which  .should  al.so  provide  a  rev- 
enue and  reduce  Internal  taxation.  Moreover, 
there  was  among  the  Americans  a  good  deal  of 
ill-feellnp  toward.s  Great  Britain  and  Canada 
on  account  of  British  sympathy  for  the  South 
dvrinf  the  war.  There  was  also  a  desire  on  the 
part  of^the  Americans  to  absorb  British  North 
America  into  the  big  republic,  and  it  was  thought 
that  this  would  be  most  easily  accomplished  by 
maklnf?  Canada  a  hard  country  to  live  in. 

Accordingly  the  reciprocity  arrangements 
came  to  an  end  and  Canada  was  faced  with  the 
task  nf  .srttlnK  her  own  tariff  in  order.  From 
that  date  until  1879  the  Canadian  tariff  was 
bated  on  the  idea  of  cutting  down  the  duties  on 
manufactured  good.s,  reducing  the  co.st  of  living 
and  the  price  of  labor,  and  giving  Canadian 
manufacturers  low  taxes,  low  labor  cost  and 
cheap  raw  material.*!  Sir  A.  T.  Oalt.  who  wrote 
the  tariff  schedules,  believed  that  with  these  ad- 
vantagea  Canada  could  compete  in  world  mar- 
keU. 

The  periixl  between  the  abrogation  of  the 
Reciprocity  Treaty  and  the  inauguration  of  the 
National  Policy  falls  Into  two  parts.  Under 
Oalfs  revenue  tariff  Canada  enjoyed  a  brief  pe- 
riod of  prosperity.  In  1873,  however,  a  great 
world  depression  began,  following  the  hnancial 
crisis  of  that  year.  The  depression  was  severely 
felt  in  Canada,  Her  shipping  lay  idle,  lumber 
could  find  little  salo  In  the  United  States,  trade 
was  bad,  there  was  much  dumping  of  goods  upon 
the  Canadian  market,  and  when  Canadian  man- 
ufacturers found  that  they  could  not  retain  their 
hold  on  their  own  markets,  to  say  nothing  of 
wlnnii^K  markets  abroad,  they  began  tO  demand 
protection  by  means  of  higher  tariffs.  ' 

As  early  as  March,  1876,  Sir  John  A.  Macdon- 
ald  Introduced  in  the  Hou.se  of  Commons  a  reso- 
lution alArming  that  it  was  necessary  to  read- 
Just  the  tariff  so  as  to  afford  protection  to  the 
country  s  Indu-^trle.s  During  the  Rummer.  Sir 
John  made  many  speeches  throughout  the  coun- 
try, strongly  advocating  protection.  It  was  not, 
however,  imtll  the  sixteenth  of  August.  1878.  ju.st 
flfty-flve  years  ago,  that  he  took  the  important 
step  of  declaring  that  If  he  were  returned  to 
power  In  the  approaching  election  he  would  In- 
augurate a  policy  of  protection  for  Canada.  This 
promise  proved  acceptable  to  the  electors.  Sir 
John  wa.s  returned  to  nfflce  by  a  decl.slve  major- 
ity, and  when  Parliament  assembled  his  prom- 
ise was  fully  Implemented  by  the  formal  inaug- 
uration of  a  policy  knokn  to  this  day  as  the  Na- 
tional Policy,  a  fiscal  measure  which,  though  it 
has  besn  a  target  of  attack  for  two  generations, 
has  this  to  its  credit  that  no  government.  Liberal 
or  Conservative,  has  ventured  to  make  any  fun- 
damental alteration  in  it  from  that  day  to  this. 

It  Is  a  far  cry  to  John  A.  and  his  election  ad- 
dress in  Toronto  in  1878.  There  were  other  ex- 
riting  events  occurring  about  the  same  time 
That  very  year,  D'Israeli,  recently  raised  to  the 
peerage,  brought  back  'Teace  with  Honor"  froin 
the  Berlin  Congress.  The  Queen  had.  the  previ- 
ous year,  been  made  Mm|ireM  of  India.  The  next 
year  saw  the  Zulu  War.  Young  people  to  whom 
all  thl.s  i.s  aiK  lent  hl.stnry  may  be  .surprLsed  to 
learn  that  the  world  was  really  a  quite  interest- 
ing place  even  in  those  days.

An  Eastern  newspaper  says  ttiat  British  Co- 
lumbia faces  the  most  uncertain  election  contest 
in  its  history.  That  is  absolutely  true,  and  the 
more  the  pity  that  It  Is  true.  Political  aspir- 
ants are  telling  the  people  of  a  score  and  one 
crises  that  exist'  In  our  political  history.  The 
greatest  crisis  of  all  Is  that  opinion  should  be  so 
divided  and  sub-divided  that  anything  in  the 
nature  of  unified  effort  by  the  people  as  a  whole 
to  assist  in  the  making  of  British  Columbia,  and 
incidentally  themislvee,  proeperoua,  leemi  out  of 
the  question. 

Obviously  there  never  was  a  time  when  vari- 
ous groups  were  thinking  so  much  '>f  attaining 
political  office  and  so  IltUe  of  doing  what  is  best 
for  the  province  in  which  they  live.  An  element 
of  thought  which  largely  comprises  the  "silent 
vote"  has  been  reduced  to  a  state  of  apathy  be- 
cause of  the  turmoil  of  political  optnlom.  That 
"silent  vote"  should  make  lt.self  heard  on  the 
hustings  as  well  as  at  the  polls.  It  has  a  stake, 
a  very  considerable  stake,  in  British  Columbia. 
Apathy  will  never  lead  anywhere.  The  radical 
elements  seeking  offlce  as  an  outcome  of  the 
forthcoming  contest  are  banking  on  the  apathy 
of  those  people  who  heretofore  have  decided 
elections  in  this  province.  They  see  both  the 
main  political  parties  sufTerlng  defections  in 
their  ranks.  A  rattled  mentality  among  the 
voters  as  a  whole  creates  the  opportunity  for 
political  firebrands.  It  creates,  too,  the  oppor- 
tunity for  the  multiplication  of  political  parties 
and  of  candidates,  some  of  whom  represent  no- 
body but  themselves. 

Possibly  ten  weeks  or  so  will  elapse  before  a 
vote  is  taken  in  this  province.  The  time  is  slip- 
ping away  and  but  little  of  a  tangible  character 
has  been  done  to  compose  political  differences. 
No  appeal  has  been  made  for  concentration  on 
the  ta.sk  of  thinking  f\rsi  In  terms  of  Briti-sh  Co- 
lumbia and  deciding  upon  a
